‘NEW YORK, Oct. 14&8-—The jurors 
chosen to try William Rockefeller, 
‘ Lewis Cass Ledyard, Edward D. Rob- 
bins and eight other directors or former 
‘ directorsof the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, charged with con- 
spiracy to monopolize interstate com- 
merce undér the Sherman law, took 


their seats in the Federal] Court here to- 
day to hear the opening address of R. 
L.. Batts, attorney for the Government. 

‘Batts expected to occupy the whole 
. @ay and probably all of tomorrow in 
telling the jury what the Government 
intended to prove. He planned to out- 
line the case in chronological order be- 
giuning in 1890, the date of the enact- 
ment of the Sherman law, and tracing 
the various transactions under which 
formerly independent railroads, trolley 
lines and steamship companies in New 
England were brought into the New 
Haven fold. 

Reads Text of Law. 

Before Batts began, Assistant District 
Attorney Stevenson read the text of the 
Sherman act. — 

. Batts, taking the floor, said: 

“It will be necessary for the Govern- 
ment to show that these defendants 
have with an intent, which we will 
speak of as a criminal intent, conspired 
to monopolize the ‘traffic of New En- 
land. The Government will show that 
they did these things with a knowledge 
Bray they wére violating this act.”

DODO NOT A BIRD OF FABLE, 
SPECIMEN NOW IN NEW YORK 


Not Exactly a Regular Dodo, but a 
Near One. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18—Persons who 
have thought of the Dodo only as a 
tird of fable and as such a safe target 
for humorous: scoffing, may learn their 
riistake in the Museum of Natural His- 
tory, where a specimen will be installed 
today. It is the first ever sent to this 
country. The only others like it are in 
the British Museum, Oxford and Cam- 
bridge universities and Utrecht. The 
bird is the gift of Walter Winans of 
the Baltimore family of that name. 

As the dodo became extinct more than 
230 years ago, the specimens here and 
in Europe are restorations. Skull and 
legs were cast from original parts that 
were saved by early veyagers to the 
island of Mauritius, off the African 
coast, the bird’s only known habitat. 
The feathers are those of various birds 
whose plumage was French gray and 
white, like the dodo’s. 

The Dodo looked like a mammoth 
pigeon and was twice the size of a tur- 
key gobbler.

expecting some action by Gov. Major 
relative to Robert J. Fine of Webster 
Groves, one of two members of the 
County Excise Board. They had expect- 
ed for several days that Fine would 
voluntarily resign. -When they learned 
that he has no such intention a number 
of his political enemies began debating 


| the chances of bringing about his re- 


moval. 

It has been known for several days 
that some of Fine’s political enemies 
have béen visiting .saloon keepers in 
various parts of the county in an effort 
to gather information as to Fine’s con- 
duct *of his office which they might 
place before the Governor. 

Fine is a Progngssive and has held 
officegsince 1913, when the Legislature 
created the bipartisan Excise Board. in 
St. Bbouis County. The other member 
of the board is Clarence J.. Shotwell of 


the Democratic County Committee. 


Politics Back of Fight? 

The campaign against Fine as an of- 
fice holder is said to have been started 
as a result of his mixing into Demo- 
cratic politics as an active supporter 
of Arthur V. Lashly, former Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, who represented the 
younger, or Progressive, Democratic 
element in the county. Lashly’s leader- 
ship had been opposed by Chairman 
Shotwell and a number of the “old 

Fine and Shotwell have not come to 
ar open disagreement in board meetings 
as to the issuance or renewal:of saloon 
licenses, over which they have joint 
ccntrol. But they have not worked har- 
moniously in their investigations of ex- 
cise affairs.. Fine at nights. has con- 


Tateted his own inquiries into the conduct’ 


of saloon keepers and acted on his own 
fibdings, whereas Shotwell has allied 
himself ‘with Prosecuting Attorney Ralph’ 
in reporting excise ‘aw violations tor 
prosecution: 

Politicians let it be known that they 
understood Fine’s conduct of office hadi 
been under investigation by the Gov- 
ernor since week before last, when the 
Governor attended the Agricultural Fair 
at Maxwelton Park. They said that 
politician® had placed complaints against 
Fine in the hands of Excise Commis- 
sioner Rumsey of St. Louis, whom they 
have regarded as the Governor's first 
political lieutenant here. 

Commissioner Rumsey today told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he . had 
heard rumors that a strong fight was 
being made agaénst Fine by certain 
Democrats in the county, but he‘ de- 
clared that he had had no hand in an 
investigation of Fine’s conduct. 

Statement by Governor, 

Gov. Major at Jefferson City told a 
reporter that no formal complaint had 
been made to him against Fine. He said 
he had not asked for Fine’s resignation 
and did not know any reason why he 
should ask for it.

Circuit Attorney Harvey conferred for 
an hour today with City Counselor 
Daues over the facts learned by Daues 
as to the action of John B. Owen, for- 
mer deputy collector in charge of wa- 
ter rates, in substituting personal 
checks for office funds. He told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, after the conference, 
that the case, as stated by Daues, 
seemed to call for investigation by the 
grand jury, and that he would present 


it to the ‘grand jurors within a few 
days. ' . 

Daues’ report to the Circuit Attorney 
included a statement as to the action 
of two clerks from Owens’ office, who 
Were observed by a negro janitor at 
6:45 a. m. Oct. 9, apparently altering 
records in the office of Claude B. Bur- 
ton, Assessor of Water Rates. 


Comptroller Player pegan an investi- 
gation this morning of the water rates 
office covering a period running back 
to three or four years before the collec- 
tion part of the office was separated 
from the assessment part by the new 
charter. Up to Aug. 2 last the As- 
sessor of Water Rates was also the 
collector. The new charter put the wa- 
ter coNections under the administration 
of the general collector of the revenue. 

In an investigation for the Comptro:- 
ier of the accounts of the Grand Motwur 
Car Co., 1617 South Jefferson avenue, 
it was found that entries made in the 
meter account ledger. of the city show 
that.on Aug. 1, 1914, a bill was submit. 
ted for $15; another entry. for the sam¢ 
amount is marked paid. On Feb. 1 last 
there is an entry showing a bill was 
Submitted . for. $12.50... It. .was -marked 
raid—$11.%.. The difference represente’ 
discount, 

Not Recorded in Cash Books. - 

In_referfing .to. the cash’ books of 
the water rates office the investiga- 
tors have been unable to find any 
record of these payments. Bills datej 
Aug. 2, 1912, for $29.50, and Aug. 9, 
1913, for $27.50, are marked paid in 
the ledger, but have not yet been 
found in the cash book in Assessor 
Burton's office. A search is now 
being made for old cashbooks in the 
basement of the city hall, where they 
are said to have been stored. 

Arthur O. Heisel, president of the 
Grand Motor Car Co., was formerly a 
member of the House of Delegates 
from the Fourteenth Ward. 

Harvey S. Owen, son of John B. 
Owen, called on Collector Koeln this 
morning and gave Koeln an amount 
of mioney said to be about $400, which 
the Collector said took care of all 
checks to an amount of about $408 
that were not protected by deposits 
by Owen in the Mercantile Trust Co. 

Colléctor Koeln said there was now no 
account between his office and Owen. 
Hiarvey Owen said he. understood that 
there was now no shortage that might 
be attributed to his father’s conduct, of 
the office. He said he could not speak 
fer his father, who, he said, had been 
confined to bed by doctor’s order until 
last Friday afternoon. Owen today re- 
fused to make a statement to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

Owen also deposited a personal check 


for $2000 with his cashier, F. J. C. Sat-

Halfback’s Arms Paralyzed by 
Dislocation of Cervical :Verte- 
brae in Game Here. 

Bryan Scott, 21 years old. of Gales- 
burg, Ill., a halfback on the Knox Col- 
lege football team, who was injured in 


Saturday’s game with St. Louis Univer- 
sity at Sportsman’s Park, was believed 
by city hospital physicians today to be 
almost beyond hope of recovery. 

Scott’s spine was dislocated in the 
cervical (neck) vertebrae, the physicians 
faia, and one vertebra was _ cracked, 
Hiis arms were.completely paralyzed 
und His legs were partially paralyzed. 
lie Was conscious and talked of the 
manner in which he was hurt, attaching 
no blame to any other player. Hospital 
attendants denied reports that he had 
tulked deliriously about the game. ‘ 

He Tells of Accident. 

As he described the accident, and as 
it was seen by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, Scott made a. headlong tackle of 
Fullback Wynn of the St. Louis Univer- 
sity team. One of the. Knox players 
had punted the bali and Scott followed 
the punt and ran toward Wynn, who 
caught the ball and started around the 
end of the line with it 

He dived headfirst. at Wynn and made 
the dive in such a manner that his 
head, instead of his shoulder, struck 
Wynn's knees. 

The ball was on the St. Louls Uni- 
versity 30-yard line at the time of the 
accident. The game, which was played 
out, resulted in a score of 20—0 in favor 
of the local team, the lighter ' Knox 
team being outplayed. 

Parents Expected Today . 

The injured player is the son of Frank 
Ecott, a Galesburg grocer. His parents 
were expected to arrive at the hospital

FIRST CHIEF LONG FOUGHT 


Morning Star’s Statement Be- 
lieved to Represent Views of 
Cardinal Gibbons.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The severe 
criticism of President Wilson by the 
Morning Star of New Orleans, a Cath- 
olic organ, for his decision to recognize 
Carranza is causing the administration 
much concern. For many months it has 
realized that its entire Mexican policy 
was not pleasing to the- Catholic heir- 
archy and some of the administration’s 
political advisers insist that “the situa- 
tion is full of dynamite.”’ 

For approximately two years Car- 
dinal Gibbons and other Catholic pre- 
lates have been seeking to get the ad- 
ministration to change the Mexican 
policy. Tast spring Secretary of State 
Bryan was furnished with a great num- 
ber of affidavits giving full details of 
the manner in which churches have 
been looted, priests killed and nuns 
driven from convents and subjected to 
gross abuses by Carranza soldiers. Af- 
fidavits are on file tending to establish 
the fact that Carranza, acting through 
representatives, has from time to time 
closed churches and in other cases has 
allowed priests to officiate under ex- 
tremely strict regulations. ¢ 

Represents Cardinal’s View. 

The Vatican marked Carranza as an 
opponent of the church as soon as he 
began his fight on Huerta. It is be- 
lieve? here that the New Orleans news- 
paprr Statement, which is accepted as 
representing. the views of Cardinal Gib- 
bons, is only the forerunner of a general 
attack upon the administration by Cath 
clic papers. 

Secretary Lansing before deciding on 
recognition elicited definite promises 
from the Carranza authorities that “‘no 
ene would suffer in his life and prop- 
erty” because of religious beliefs. Ad- 
ministration officials ‘feel therefore that 
the Carranza assurances must be taken 
as an index of future policy and the at- 
titude of the Carranza. authorities 
toward the clergy awaited before judg- 
ment is passed. 

Before leaving the State Denartaens, 
Secretary Bryan knew he was being se- 
verely criticised throughout the South 
for the manner in which nuns and 
priests were mistreated. 

Determination of the form in which 
recognition of the Carranza Government 
shall be extended was the object of 
ga conference here today of the Pan- 
' American diplomats. The conference 
had been called by Secretary Lansing 
and meeting with him were the diplo- 
matic representatives here of Brazil, 
Chile, Argentina, Bolivia, Uruguay and 
Guatemala. 

. Will Present Note. 

Recognition by countries having dip-¢ 
lomatic representatives in Mexico, :t 
was believed, would take the form of a 
renewal of relations tn an official way. 
The United States and other countries 
now without representatives in Mexico 
City were to accord recognition by pre- 
senting a note to Carranza through 
Eliseo Arredondo, his’ representative 
here. + 

A statement on conditions in Mexico 
based upon a report from Gen. Obregon 
and given out by Eliseo Arredondo, de- 
clared that the only organized opposi- 
tion to the Carranza Government was 
confined to portions of the states of 
Sonera and Chihuahua, adding that an 
expedition had been sent to Sonora to 
assist Constitutionalist forces there in 
smashing the Maytorena army. ° The 
statement also announces the surrender 
of many former Villa officers. 
Baltimore Catholic Organ to Respect 

“Will of Chief Magistrate.” 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 18.—Mer. Cc. F. 
Thomas, editor of the Catholic Review 
of this city, has written for that pefiodi- 
cal: 

“The "President has approved the rec- 
cmmendation of the Pan-American con- 
ference that Gen. Venustiano Carranza 
be recognized as t*e President of Mex- 
ico. We no longer kick. We obey the 
will of our chief magistrate. The pro- 
tests of the Catholic Church .in this 
country have not availed. Yet we feel 
no resentment. We regret the decision. 
It has been very clearly demonstrated 
that Carranza, from his career and char- 
acter, is a man wholly unfit for the task 
of re-establishing justice, freedom and 
stability in Mexico.

CARSON'S STAND 
BRINGS BRITTO 
CABINET 10 CRISIS 


Ulsterman Said f Be Dissatisfied 
With Conduct of War and 
Policy of Secrecy.

possible clew to Carson’s position is giv- 
en by Reynolds’ Weekly Newspaper, the 
organ of Sir Henry James Dalziel, onz 
of the most persistent critics of the 
Government in the House of Commons, 
which says: 

“It is almost impossible to imagine 
that the next week or so will pass with- 
out changes in the Cabinet. Sir Eud- 
ward Carsons, the Attorney-General, has 
tendered his resignation because ha 
holds strong views on the vital points 
of concentration and conduct of the 
war, without compulsory service, and 
has intimated that unless the Cabinet 
iakes his view he can no longer attend 
councils. ‘There is every reason to be- 
lieya..that the Cabinet will adopt Sir 
E t d’s view and thus his resignation 
probably will be withdrawn. If this :s 
the case, at least one and probably more 
resignations may be expected.”’ 

Sir Edward Carson is believed to be 
protesting against Cabinet secrecy and 
a system under which everything con 
cerning the war is in the hands of a 
small committee of about four or fiv2 
members. 

“No resignation is tolerable at. this 
stage,’’ the Times adds, ‘‘except in thz 
case of a man who nas foreseen a long 
series of blunders, into which the want 
of policy’ has led us and has striven 
to warn his colleagues and has failed. 
That, we must assume, is Sir Edward 
Carson's case, and everything now 
points to his beimg the first to reach 
the breaking point.”

Edmund E. Menard Fails to Ap-

LOSES SUIT OVER 
CITY LAW POSITION 


Mrs. Caroline Thummel McCarty 
Demanded to Be Examined for 
Head of Legal Aid Bureau. 


Mrs, Caroline Thummel McCarty, 
of 4668 Labadie avenue, a lawyer, 
wife of William C. McCarty, a morn- 
ing newspaper reporter, lost her suit 
before Judge Jones today to compel 
the Efficiency Board to permit her 
to enter the examination -for the 
position of head of the Municipal 


Free Legal Aid Bureau. Mrs. McCar- 
ty was represented by B. H. Charles, 
as counsel, and he said a motion for 
a new hearing would be filed, and 
that an appeal was likely.

He testified, 
in a hearing on Mrs. McCarty’s peti- 
tion for a writ of mandamus, that 
he believed the position of head of 
the Legal Aid Bureau was a “man’s 
job,” anj that situations would arise 
with which, in his opinion, only a 
man could deal properly. 

Judge Jones held that the Effi- 
ciency Board had the power, under 
the charter, to enforce rules and 
regulations governing examinations, 
so long as it acted within reason. 
The only question, he said, was 
whether the board had acted rea- 
sonably in limiting this examination 
to men. 

He said the court should not in- 
terfere with the administrative or 
executive department of the gov- 
ernment, unless it was clearly of the 
opinion that such interference was 
justified, and that the department in 
question should have the benefit of 
any reasonable doubt.

| OPEAR ON DEFENSE 


PRUGRAM NOV. 4 


He Will Open Campaign in Its 
Favor Before Manhattan 
Club in New York. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—President 
Wilson will open his campaign for his 
national defense program in a speech 
before the Manhattan Club in New York 
on the evening of Nov. 4. It will be the 


President’s first public utterance on the 
subject since he approved the plans pre- 
pared by Secretary Garrison and Secre- 
tary Daniels, and the speech is expected 
to be of significance, because the Presi- 
dent is expected to disclose the reasons 
which he will urge upon Congress why 
the United States should be more ade- 
quately prepared for defense. 

Today the President received a letter 
from the Maryland peace delegation for 
national defense, asking him to take 
steps to assure the United States against 
attack from abroad.

THEY WiLL WIN 
IN NEW JERSEY 


a 


First Great Eastern Fight on 
Quéstion Takes Place Tomor- 
row—Spectacular Campaign. 


NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 18.—The first 
great Eastern fight on woman suffrage 
is today only 24 hours away. At 6 
o’clock tomorrow morning the polls in 
New Jersey will be opened to deter- 
mine at a special election whether wom- 
en shall be given the right to vote. 

Two weeks from tomorrow the three 
cther Eastern states of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, like- 
wise, will decide whether they will jcin 
their 12 Western sister states in giving 
women the ballot. 

President Wilson’s declaration for suf- 
frage, reinforced by a thorough and 
vigorous campaign waged by organiza- 
tions and workers, is expected by suf- 
frage leaders to carry the day for suf- 
frage in his home state of New Jerséy. 
Their victory is sure, and by a comfort- 
able margin, they state. On the other 
hand those opposed to suffrage are in- 
clined to laugh at these claims and as- 
sert that the proposed constitutional 
amendment to enfranchise women will 
be buried under an avalanche of votes. 

More Than 500 Speakers. 

More than 500 women speakers and 
other workers went over the battlefield 
today, their automobiles carrying them 
through the sections where the fight 
will be hottest, into even the smallest 
towns and hamlets. In the big cities 
the campaign was similarly intensified. 
From many vantage points including 
thousands of street cars, cartoons and 
picturesqte posters pleaded silently with 
voters to cast their ballots for woman 
suffrage. 

Less spectacular, but none the less 
thoroughly organized, was the campaign 
conducted by opponents of suffrage. 
Party lines have been obliterated by 
the leaders working both for and against 
the cause. Some suffrage workers feel 
that both organizations are quietly op- 
posing them, but there is no open evi- 
dence that this is a statewide condi- 
tion. 

Women watchers and workers to the 
number of 5000 admitted to the polls at 
the forthcoming election for the first 
time in the State, received their final 
instructions today and prepared to take 
their places tomorrow at virtually every 
one of the’'polling precincts in the State. 

Individual Donations. 

The funds of the suffragists have come 
entirely from individual donations. Mrs. 
George J. Gould’ is understood to have 
been a contributor. THe largest single 
gift to the Woman's Political Union, 
Mrs; Mina C. Van Winkle, the president, 
said, was $3500 and was given by a4 
young woman over a period of more 
than three years. It represents her en- 
tire allowance for pin money. Hundreds 
of working girls, Mrs. Van Winkle said, 
were each contributing 10 cents a month. 
One girl, according to Mrs. Van Winkle, 
has given the union a dollar a month 
for four years. 

Ten thousand dollars spent in street 
car and poster advertising is the chief 
item of campaign expenditure since sum- 
mer.

Gov. Dunne Determined There 
Shall Not Be’ Crowd Present 
as at De Berry Execution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, IDL, Oct. 18.—Deter- 


mined that another public execution 
shall not.take place in Murphysboro if 
he can prevent it, Gov. Dunne today 
Sheriff James A. White asking 


what arrangements he had made fo- 
the hanging of Elston Scott, a hegro, 
next Friday. Scott was convicted of the 
murder of Clara Dalton, his sister-in- 
law. A plea for a. reprieve is before 
Gov. Dunne, and is is strongiy intimated 
by his advisers that unless the Sheriff 
says that the hanging will be private 
the reprieve may be granted. 

Gov. Dunne, in his telegram to the 
Sheriff severely criticised the public 
hanging of Joe de Berry, which hs: 
described as a “scandal and disgrace tu 
this State.” The Governor is particu- 
larly incensed because the Sheriff told 
him that the execution would be in ac- 
cordance with the law, and the Gover- 
nor took this to mean that it would be 
private. The telegram to the Sheriff 
follows: 

‘‘Hon. James A. White, Sheriff, Jack- 
30n County, Murphysboro, Ill.—I am in- 
formed thwt it will be your duty, unless 
a reprieve is granted, to execute a man 
next Friday. I therefore wire you ip 
reference to the arrangements that you 
may make for carrying out the process 
of the law. 

‘Last Saturday an execution took 
place in Murphysboro surrounded by 
circumstances which, if they existed as 
described in the newspapers, are a 
scandal and disgrace tc the State. The 
papers say that 2000 men were within 
the enclosure, witnessing the execution, 
and I am informed that the Sheriff ad‘ 
mits that there were at least 1000 peo- 
ple present, claimed to be Deputy Sher- 
iffs. 

“Such tragedies, when required by law, 
should be carried out with decorum and 
decency and in the presence of as few 
witnesses as possible, to wit: the jury, 
Physicians, clergymen and necessary 
Deputy Sheriffs. I enjoin upon you the 
necessity of conducting this execution 
with decorum, decency and privacy. 

“Please wire me what arrangements 
you have made and how many people 
you have invited or deputized to be pres- 
ent at the execution next Friday.”’

American Salesmen Tell 
of Humor and Red Tape 
in “*Selling’’ the Allies 


One Enterprising Yankee Has a Contract for 
Canned Irish Stew, the Tins Later Being 
Used for Handgrenades. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 18.—The American agent, 
drawn by the lure of war contracts and 
the exceptional demand for American 
goods in all lines, is becoming one of 
the most familiar figures of London, 
Paris and the other war capitals of Eu- 
rope. He is taking the place of the 
American pleasure tourist, who has al- 
most digappeared from the scene, and 
the channel boats, the great hotels and 
the boulevards now have a good quota 
of Americans telling their stories and 
relating their latest experiences in deal- | 
ing with officials over war supplies. 
They are of the audacious and adventur- 
ous type and prepared on short notice 
to talk in round millions on a contract 
for horses, gums, munitions or supplies 
ef any kind. 
Two of the new type of war contrac- 
tors chanced to meet at the Grand Hotel 
the other day, and after the usual 
greetings and inquiries about home, one 
of them asked the other: 
“What is your line?”’ 
“Canned goods.”’ 

Selling Allies Irish Stew. 
“Doing any business?” 
“Fine; just closed a big contract with 
the military people for a war ration.” 
“What kind of a war ration?’ 
*‘Well, we call it Irish stew in America, 
but over here, since the war began, I 
am calling it a war ration, and it has 
caught on fine. We take a certain por- 
tion of meat—good, first-class meat, and 
no poor stuff—and add a portion of rice, 
a portion of onions, a portion of carrots 
with seasoning; that, you see, makes 1 
fine Irish stew, but as I say over here 
we call it a war ration.”’ 
“And what do you think?” he went on. 
om put up that stew in one-pound tin 
cans, and after they eat the Irish stew 
they’re going to use the tin cans for 
hand grenades. Now that’s a fact, and 
that’s where our goods appealed to these 
railitary people the most—the double use 
they could get out of them—first as a 


}-war ration and then as a hand grenade, 


and that’s what closed the contract.” 
This was told in all seriousness and 
was not a story of “the road,” so that 
there is every reason to expect that 
Irish stew made in America will soon 
be nourishing allied troops and after- 
ward serving them as a receptable for 
explosives to offset liquid fire, asphyx!- 
ating gas and other deadly contrivances. 
The group of American traveling men 
had considerably enlarged while this 
talk was going on, and one of the new- 
comers remarked: 

“I've got something that beats your 
Irish stew, but those people at the Lor- 
don War Office wouldn’t adopt it.” 

Another Unique Article. 

He drew from his pocket a wad of 
pliable metal that gradually unfolded 
itself into the form of a perfect glove. 
It was made of minute links of steel, 
much as a lady’s link purse is made, 
so that the linked-steel glove fitted to 
the hand and was flexible to all its 
movements. 

“Have you noticed,” he explained, 
“that the wounded Indian troops in the 
streets of London invariably have their 


jright hand in a sling? That is because 


the Indian fighter, when he rushes a 
German trench, grabs the German bay- 
onets as they’re thrust at him, and 
when the bayonet Is jerked back it cuts 
an ugly, double-edged wound in the In- 
dian’s hand. That’s why half the Indian 
troops are in the hospital with wonde4 
hands. 

“Now, it was to meet just such a 
conditfon and keep the Indian on the 
firing line that we got up this steel- 
linked glove. With that on his han i 
an Indian can jump in a trench and 
grab a bayonet with no danger of a 
wounded hand. But somehow those 
War Office people wouldn’t see it; 
they’re standing in their own light, for 
every one of those gloves would have 
kept an Indian soldier at the front.’’ 

It appears to be the consensus of opin- 
fon among the commercial men that :t 
is very hard to do business with the 
average European official. 

First the bureau systems make an 
endless amount of circumlocution and 
red tape, and it is difficult to find out 
who is the official who has the real 
decision. And after that the travelers 
say that hide-bound conservatism 
stands in the way of the adoption of 
anything outside of old, well-understood 
models, many of which are out of date. 
They tell many strange experiences fn 
their efforts to reach the right people. 

Lots of Red Tape. 

“IT was told,” said one of the travel- 
ers, “that an Introduction from promi- 
nent people was necessary to get you 
any attention. One firm advertised in 
London that they could furnish the 
right kind of introductions. I looked 
them up and found they were house 
agents. Then I heard that the Duke 
of could give the sort of letter 
required. So I managed to see him, and 
told him that in America we were able 
to tell a customer when we saw one, 
and I was so anxious to see what a 
British customer looked like that I 
would be willing to spend a thousand 
dollars to have one introduced to me. 
The Duke Bald he would be glad to in- 
troduce the very man who had the final 
signing of contracts for my line of 
goods, and he would bring him to me 
in two days. I waited anxiously the sec- 
ond day, but he did.not come, and I 
have been waiting ever since. But the 
Duke can do it if he wants to, there 
is no doubt.” 4 

Another representative of an exten- 
sive American industry related the fol- 
lowing experience: 

“An artillery harness for six horses 
is being furnished to one of the belliger- 
ent Go ments for $356. The contract 
was first let as a whole to an American 
agent at that net price. But as the 
agent was not In the harness business— 
this ‘being only one of many war con- 
tracts—he sublet it to another contrac- 
tor who made a specialty in horses but 
‘not in harness, so that he in turn sub- 
let the contract to us. von ten oe 
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to go to these Government people and 
say to them that I would furnish this 


six-horse artillery harness at $318 in- 
stead of $356, and also would give them 
our first grade of harness instead of the 
third grade they are getting: Why it 
was just like offering a man gold sov- 
ereigns. But do you know they would 
not listen to me. No, they were per- 
fectly satisfied to pay $356, and it did 
not appeal to them in the least to hear 
they could get something better for $318. 
That’s what they call conservatism. 
Can you beat it?’’ 


Aerial Cruiser Offered. 


One of the most remarkable proposi- 
tions put before the allied Governments 
was for an aertal cruiser, supported by 
seven gigantic areoplanes, with a crew 
of seven men carrying 350 60-pound 
dynamite bombs, guaranteed to fly from 
the French frontier to Berlin and back 
or no sale.

Less Drinkingin Sweden f 


With New Book System 


Citizens Must Have Clear Record and Give Up | 
Coupon to Get Liquor — Allowance Is | 
One Litre in Five Days. 


Correspondence of the Associated press. 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Sept. 30.—A.- 
though nothing so drastic as the pro- 
hibition measures of Russia has been 
attempted in Sweden, there has been, 
since the beginning of the war, a steady 
and systematic curtailment in the sale 
of liquor, which is approvingly regarded 
by temperance advocates as a decide 
step toward absolute prohibition. 

The “Stockholm system” of allowing 
each citizen only a fixed quantity oc; 
spirituous drink, which was inaugurate¢ 
just after the war started, has now been 
extended to 31 of the hundred districts 
in Sweden, and according to a gover::- 
ment order recently issued, will, after 
Jan. 1, 1916, apply to the whole of 
Sweden. 

The “Stockholm system’’ which allows 
every citizen in goed standing in the 
city to become a moderate drinker. 
while effectively preventing him from 
becoming a drunkard, was devised ny 
Dr. Ivan Bratt, present director of the 
system, after all other expedients had 
failed. Dr. Bratt has been :auded, con- 
demned, idolized, and ridiculed, and his 
work has become the theme of almost 
daily discussion in the newspapers of 
Sweden some of which criticise him for 
being too moderate and others too ex- 
treme in his reforms. But on one point 
all are agreed. The system works. 


Profits Go to Government. 
In the first place, the liquor com- 


panies, while directed by private in- 
dividuals, were practically made Gé6v- 
ernment concerns, for all profits were 
to go to the Government. This removed 
any incentive on the part of the di- 
rectors to over-production. It was fol- 
lowed by a careful supervision of the 
supply of liquor furnished to hotels, 
restaurants and public bars. These 
yiaces still had a right to as much 
liquor as they required, but they were 
only allowed profit on a _ reasonable 
amount of trade. If they did business 
‘ts excess of that amount fixed by the 
Government, they had to purchase their 
additional supply at retail price, and 
were forced to sell at the same prices. 
This, it would seem, wo.ld have re- 
nioved the zealous effort of hotel pro- 
prietors to make their likuor trade as 
large as possible. 

But none of these expedients was suc- 
cessful. The total consumption of liquor 
twas scarcely diminished. The amount 
of drunkenness in Sweden showed no

and cases of illness caused by alcohol- 
ism as before. It was evident that the 
cecrease in the amount of liquor sold at 
hotels and bars was offset by the in- 
cveased business done at wine stores 
where customers bought as much bot- 
tled spirits as they liked and took it 
home for consumption. 

The “book system” which is now in 
cperation, was devised by Dr. Bratt 
at the beginning of the war. It allowed 
every citizen’ in good standing to buy 
one litre and no more of spirituous liquor 
every five days. To make this plan 
feasible, each person was provided with 
a small book resembling a commutation 
railroad ticket, from which a coupon 
Was torn every time the consumer 
bought his-litre of whisky, brandy, 
cognac, punch, schnapps or whatever 
kind of alcoholic beverage he fancied. 
Ai the same time, his book was stamped 
with the date of the purchase so that 
it would be clear to the dealer when 
he made his last purchase. Without 
showing his book, no citizen of Stock- 
helm has the remotest chance of ob- 
taining a bottle of liquor anywhere in 
the city. The regulation is rigidly en- 
forced. 


Card Catalogue’ System. 

It is true that in some cases, how-] 
ever, exceptions are made. If one can 
persuade the authorities that on ac- 
count of his social position and the de- 
mands of constant entertainment one 
litre every five days is totally inade- 
quate, and if the authorities are con- 
vinced that such a person can be trusted 
with more liquor without abusing the 
privilege conferred upon him, he is then 
given a special license to purchase two, 
three qr more litres, according to the 
circumstances. On the other hand, if 
the person is a notorious drunkard, has 
a police record, or has in any other 
way incurred the displeasure of the 
authorities, he is allowed no liquor at 
all. For purposes of ascertaining the 
standing of the citizen in the communi- 
ty, an elaborate card catalogue system 
is tnaintained at the central bureau and 
all questions of allowing any person 
more or less than the dtdinary amount 
of liquor are referred to this. 

The results of this system are already 
remarkable. In 1914, the total consump- 
tion of spirituous liquors was only 
“,979,682 litres, compared with 5,004,642 li- 
tres for the year before. The decrease

556 St. Louis Concerns, Includ- 
ing Federal Baseball League, 
on List. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 18.—Nearly 


1400 Missouri corporations, 556 of which 


are in St. Louis, are under suspension 
as to their charters, for failure to pay 
their registration fee to the State. 

The law provides that no firm shall be 
permitted to sustain an action in court 
for bills or obligations, contracted for 
while such suspension is in operation. 

Among the St. Louis concerns thus 
suspended are the Fe@gval Baseball 
League, the Burns Detective Agency, 
the National Press Brick Co., the Dolly 
Varden Chocolate Co., Plows Candy Co., 
the Benoist Aircraft Co., the O, T. Craw- 
ford Vaudeville Exchange, the Shiras- 
(‘hassaing Electrical Manufacturing Co., 
the Hippodrome Theater Co., the Gayety 
Theater Co., Neusteter’s Cloak and Suit 
Co., the Halsey Automobile Co., the 
Missouri Taxicab Co., the Rozier Hotel 
<‘o., Anderson’s Family Laundry, the 
Regent Laundry Co., the St. Louis Union 
Packing Co., the Muth Realty Co. and 
the Haydel Realty Co. Some of these 
firms, it is understood, are not now 
actively in business, but in the greater 
number of cases the sitspension is the 
result of neglect. 

Several’ insurance companies and 
three minor railroad corporations 
were also suspended. . 

The law requires the registration 

fee, $5 a year, to be paid on or be- 
fore Aug. 1. A penalty of $5 addi- 
tional is added for failure to pay 
at that time, and firms which do not 
pay on or before Oct. 2 are suspend- 
»ed, and the Secretary of State must 
seni their names to the City and 
County Recorders of the various 
cities and counties in the State. Sec- 
retary of State Roach has done this 
in the case of the firms named. 

Up to Dec. 1 corporations can be 

reinstated by paying the $10 and fil- 
ing their reports. If they fail to*do 
this the charter is forfeited, and a 
»new charter costs $25. Any attempt 
to exercise corporate functions after 
the forfeiture of a charter is de- 
clared to be a misiemeanor.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 18—Thrilling 
incidents of recent fighting In the Ar- 
ras sector in Northern France, in which 


members of the Canadian contingent 
are engaged, are described in an offi- 
cial communication received from the 
Canadians jin France by Sir Samuel 
Hughes, Minister of Militia. 

“On Oct. 6,” says the account, “Maj. 
A. V. Roy, Twenty-second Battalion, 
Montreal, was standing in a trench is- 
suing orders to Company Sergeant-Ma- 
jor Marion and others: The enemy 
trench mortar shells were falling in the 
vicinity. Brigadier-General Watson of 
Quebec had just passed along the 
trench when a mortar shell fell into 
the trench a few feet from Maj. Roy 
and his men. 

“The shell did not burst on impact, 
and, rushing toward it, Maj. Roy bent 
down with the object of seizing it- and 
throwing it over the parapet in order 
to save the lives of those near him. Be- | 
fore he could grasp.it the projectile ex- 

1 ploded, inflicting wounds from which 

s} Maj. Roy dfed.* His gallant self-sacri- 
fice has been specially reported by his 
brigade and divisional commander.” 

“On the afternoon of Oct. 8,” contin- 
ues the account, “the enemy exploded 
four mines at points on the front of 
one of our divisions, opening a heavy 
bombardment at the same time. The 
enemy advanced into the crater, but 
was driven out by our bombs. 

“At one point two German officers led 
&@ party through a crater. One was 

it blown to bits by our bombers and the 
other rolled back into the crater. This 
party then withdrew. : 

“A party of the enemy next reached 
our parapet and attempted to effect a 
permanent lodgment, but was driven 
off with fixed bayonets. Our companies 
manned their parapets and maintained 
a controlled fire wherever the enemy 
showed himself. The slight damage to 
our parapets was epeedily repaired. 

‘The Twenty-second Battalion under 
Col. Gaudet of Montreal and the Twen- 
ty-sixth Battalion under Col. Embury 
Regina displayed great coolness in deal- 
ihg with this surprise attack, which 
consequently failed completely. 

‘On the afternoon of Oct. 13 a dem- 
onstration was carried out all along our 
front. Our artillery fire was effective 
both against the enemy's wire and par- 
apets. While the enemy’s supports 
were being brought up they were .sub- 
jected to heavy artillery machine gun 
and rifle fire. 

“At one point, under cover of smoke, 
a party of 34 men under Maj. W. R. 
Brown of the Twenty-sixth Battalion, 

1} Col. McAvity St. John commanding, ac- 
companied Wy Lieuts. C. Fairweather, 
Twenty-sixth Battalion, and McPhee, 
Canadian engineers, left our- trench to 
examine a crater close to the German 
parapet. An enemy bombardment was 
in progress and heavy rifle and machine 
fire was opened on the party. Maj. 
Brown was wounded in the advance, 
but continued to direct operations. The 

-}oerater was entered and rendered un- 
tenable to the enemy and then evacu- 
ated,’”’

TALK OF FOLK FOR 
THE SENATE WIT 
MAJORS SUPPORT 


Forthcoming Visit Causes Pre- 
dictions of Deal With Gov- 
ernor and Francis. 


Word from Washington that former 
Gov. Folk would come to Missouri with- 
in the next week or 10° days to “look 
things over,’’ caused much comment to- 
day among Democratic politicians, some 
of whom are of the opinion that Folk’s 


vi will mean a deal with Gov. Major 
and David R. Francis by which Folk, 
instead of Gov. Major, will be the 
candidate against Senator James A. 
Reed for the nomination for United 
States Senator next year. 

It is ‘not thought that Major and 
Francis could be brought to support 


any circumstances, and as to _ the 
Governor’s own aspirations toward sen- 
atorial honors, his friends are expected 
to bring him to a realization of the ex- 
tent to which his administration has 
been discredited. It is bélieved, how- 
ever, that the Folk strength in the State, 
backed by the support of Major and 
Francis, would mean a hgrd fight for 
Reed in the primary. Reed’s opposition 
to the policies of the Wilson administra- 
tion at the beginning of the last Con- 
gress is against him and would’ help 
Folk. 

Gov. Major is said to have given 
much consideration to the idea of open- 
ing a law office in St. Louis at the ex- 
piration of his term as Governor. The 
Supreme Court term of his personal 
friend, Charles G. Revelle, whom he ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Judge John C. Brown, will 
expire at the same time as his, and 
there have been rumors that the two 
contemplated forming a law partnership 
in St. Louis. This plan might depend 
somewhat on fle ‘result of Revelle’s 
candidacy for nomination for Judge in 
the next primary. 

Stone Is Aiding Reed. 

Senators Reed and Stone have been 
devoting much of their time in the last 
few months toward making the road to 
renomination as easy for Senator Reed 
as possible. Their friends. have exe 
pressed the opinion frequently that Reed 


Senator Reed for renomination under | 


Gov. Major wherever possible, the hold- 
ing of big Democratic meetings in vari- 
ous parts of the State having little other 
purpose. The Senators, in arranging 
these meetings, placed them in anti- 
Major territory adjacent to districts 
which Major carried for Governor. 

The anti-Reed men doubt that Folk 
could carry St. Louis, but they would 
count on the active support of Francis 
for Folk, as well as the opposition to 
Reed in Kansas City. Folk always has 
been strong in Kansas City, and has 
much strength throughout the rural dis- 
tricts. 

Politicians from many parts of the 
the State report that while Major him- 
self probably could not get the votes of 
those, persons dissatisfied with Senator 
Reed because of his opposition for a 


time to President Wilson, the Governor F 


could carry much of his old support for 
Folk or some other person. 
Folk Lukewarm as to Governorship. 

Folk. has been talked of for the nomi- 
nation for Governor, but it is known 
that he has not looked favorably on this 
proposal. United States Subtreasurer W. 
D. Vandiver, a close friend: of Folk, has 
told his friends that Folk would not 
consider being a candidate for Governor 
unless all other candidates should with- 
draw. 

Folk has maintained his orgahization 
throughout the State with a view to 
having active Democrats in each county 
who would be ready to support, him if 
he should decide to become a candidate 
for any office. He had.the members of 
his organization meet him in St. Louis 
last winter, and at that time the polit- 
ical situation was thoroughly considered, 
Several of these friends will come to 
St. Louis to meet Folk upon his coming 
visit.

DOCTOR DIES OF 
DISEASE HE GOT 
TREATING FRIEND 


Dr. Richard H. McBaine Directed 
Own Treatment Though He 
Knew Death Was Certain. 


Dr. Richard H. McBaine, 32 years old, 
of 4349 Olive street, died yesterday in 
Barnes Hospital of blood poisoning, con- 


tracted more than six months ago, when 
he was treating a friend. 

He knew during nearly all of his ill- 
ness that he could .not recover, and 
every day has consulted and advised 
with physicians who were treating him 
as to the methods employed. The dis- 
ease caused a slow wasting of ‘his veins 
and arteries, creating a condition which 
has baffled medical skill.

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THE NEW “CONTINENTAL ARMY.” 
To that proposed auxiliary military force which 
with minor differences in technical meaning is 
called the landwehr, the landsturm, the yoemanry, 
the territorial force, the special reserve in other 
countries, Secretary Garrison would apply in this 
country the name Continental Army. 

It is a happy selection. It is linked with some 
of the most patriotic of American associations. 
It creates favorable presumptions at the start, 
whereas another name savoring of European 
militarism might condemn. 

The full details of the plan, as yet withheld, 
will have the natural interest attaching to the 
greatest innovation in our military history. From 
the outline given it appears that the Continental 
Army will be a part of the Regular Army, differ- 
ing from it in the terms relating to service. Men 
will be enlisted for six years, during half of 
which period they will be engaged only two 
months each year on active. service with pay. 
During the last three of the six years they will 
be relieved from service but will be subject to 
emergency call. 

The new branch of national defense is to be 
officered by qualified men selected from civil 
life—men who have passed through the school 
of the regular army and militia, graduates of 
military academies and stat® agricultural col- 
leges and others. Doubtless many of the officers 
on the long and rapidly lengthening retired list 
of the army will be utilized as instructors. 

The most startling feature of the plan is that 
the Continental Army is to have a strength of 
400,000 men. The Regular Army is also to be 
increased to 140,000 or 150,000 men. Will a 
country whose recruiting spirit in time of peace 
often makes it difficult to keep its small stand- 
ing force up to 80,000 be equal to the task of sup- 
plying 460,000 more men than it has @ver supplied 
for military duty sinee the Spanish War? Much 
will depend on the attitude of employers, whose 
co-operation can contribute materially to success. 

Enlistments for part time during three years 
ought to be much more attractive than full-time 
enlistments. The Continental Army may be ex- 
pected to have a large appeal for thousands who 
drift aimlessly in the earlier years of manhood. 
It can be made a great school for turning ineffi- 
cients into efficients.

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ILLINOIS OUTDOES MISSISSIPPI. 
Reports of the execution of two negroes in 
Mississippi, which was converted into a frolic, 
aroused national condemnation before their ac- 
curacy was disputed, but there can be no doubt 
as to the similar reports describing the hanging 
of Joe de Berry at Murphysboro, III.

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AN INESCAPABLE ISSUE. 
When in 1869 Wyoming, with 9000 inhabitants, 


of whom a few hundred were women, gave those 
women full suffrage its action was a well-adver- 
tised joke.* For 24 years no state or Legislature 
followed suit. 

In 1893 Colorado, in 1896 Utah and Idaho en- 
franchised women, Another wait of 14 years fol- 
lowed. When the 1910 census was taken it reck- 
oned on four suffrage states only with 1,642,000 
people lfving under the system which Wyoming 
had in a double sense pioneered 41 years before. 

Four years have added seven states with a pres- 
ent’ population of approximately 8,000,000, not 
counting Illinois, where women vote for many of- 
ficials, or Alaska. The legislative sessions of 1915 
saw suffrage amendments passed by both houses 
in 10 states, though the question comes in popular 
vote this fall in-but four. These four, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Massachusetts and Pennsylvania, 
have a population far more than twice as-great as 
all the present suffrage states. 

New Jersey votes Tuesday; the other three 
states Nov. 2. The “pros” may fairly hope again 
scmewhere. Of seven states last year they carried 
only the two westerrmost. But in the meantime 
the President of the United States and many oth- 
er leaders of thought and action have joined them 
and their cause has gained greatly in method and 
thoroughness of advocacy. 

Legislatures gave evidence last spring of a be- 
lief that the issue is inescapable. That of Massa- 
chusetts, before whose obdurate committees wom- 
en have battled for two generations, voted 10 to 1 
in the upper, 6 to 1 in the lower house. New 
York was unanimous; New Jersey unanimous in 
one house. Even in Harrisburg the ayes were 2 
to 1. Woman suffrage, now, may win anywhere 
or nowhere. In most of the Northern and West- 
ern states it can hardly be long delayed.

MENTAL ATTITUDE OF MOTORISTS. 

St. Louis is not alone in suffering from an 
unwarrantable increase in accidents due to the 
use of automobiles, In Chicago, in one year, 
there have been 236 deaths and 3134 injuries 
from these vehicles. To stem the tide it is pro- 
posed to establish a special auto department, 
with a good lawyer and staff of investigators to 
fix the blame. 

Doubtless one fertile source of automobile ac- 
cidents is the peculiar state of mind which many 
drivers of machines fall into, the existence of 
which is manifested visibly by their reckless 
driving and audibly by their illegitimate use of 
the horn. 

Horns used so as to terrify and lights whose 
principal effect is to blind other people are both 
manifestations of an insolent, irresponsible, afti- 
social mental attitude. Perhaps nothing less 
than a cooling in a jail will ever humble those 
drivers who by maintaining that attitude are a 
constant menace to others. 
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The fact that Brewer Kolkschneider, after 40 
years ‘here, is about to become an American citi- 
zen, should convince all comers that American 
citizenship has been tried out and is a good thing. 
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WAR LIGHT. 

Germany has its war bread, war vegetables, 
war meat, war charities and war economies. Now 
war light has been added to the war commodities. 

Owing to shortness in coal oil, the bulk of the 
German population in the cities and practically 
all the country districts have been forbidden the 
consumption of petrol for lighting purposes. 

The many experiments by the Government 
with possible substitutes have finally culminated 
in a spirit lamp; and jts use has been made ac- 
ceptable to the authorities by a mechanic who ir 
vented an amalgam not containing copper or brass 
—the two prohibited metals. 

A burner of this kind is'sold by the Govern- 
ment for $1 (four marks), and the price of alco- 
hol for lighting purposes has been reduced to 
6) pfennig a liter. As one liter will supply light 
for 12 hours, each light costs 5 pfenning (a little 
over 1 cent) per hour. - 

In large cities the Government is using every 
effort to expand the use of electricity, - 

In the country districts the public halls will be 
lighted nightly at Government expense, to accom- 
modate the seamstresses and other persons who 
are forced to work at night. 

The war light is of 50 candle power as against 
18 candle power in coal oil lamps; some burners 
are supplied on request with 100 to 500 candle- 
power strength. 
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WHEN RUMANIA’S HOUR STRIKES. 

“The hour has not come for Rumania to enter 
the war,” Premier Bratiano told a parliamentary 
deputation. Presumably the hour will not come 
until the other Balkan peoples have pulled the 
chestnuts out of the fire. But can she continue in- 
definitely her old game of waiting until that hour? 

She refused to join the Balkan alliance in the 
war against Turkey. Her hour struck after the 
fighting had begun and she compelled Bulgaria to 
give Silistria and adjacent territory as the price 
of her neutrality. After the league fell apart and 
Bulgaria, single-handed, was struggling with Mon- 
tenegro, Servia, Greece and Turkey, Rumania's 
“hour to enter the war” came again. It was after 
she saw that Bulgaria was being soundly whipped. 
The loss tn men by which she obtained her gains 
was so negligible that they are not mentioned. in 
histories of the second war. She compelled Bul- 
guria to give up a nice slice of coast on the Black 
Sea. In the place where the boundary between 
Rumania and Bulgaria leaves the Danube she got 
® lot of land and river and geve the line a sharper 
slant to the west.

HE history of Bahrein, in the Per- 
sian Gulf, is long and interesting. 
Ancient tombs found in the interior tell 
us that the Phoenicians once settled 
there. The Kings‘of Assyria frequently 
fought there. The Babylonians called 
the island Dilmun. 

Again the island is the center of in- 
terest, for there has recently been dis- 
covered in Babylonia a large clay tablet 
recording the story of Paradise, the 
Deluge and the Fall of Man, and the 
story tells us that the island of Bahrein, 
the ancient Dilmun, was the paradise, 
the Garden of Eden, where man first 
lived. 

The newly deciphered tablet recording 
this story was among the inscribed ob- 
jects found by the expedition sent to 
Babylonia from the University of Penn- 
syivania. Prof. Stephen Langdon, a 
young American scholar, who is pro- 
fessor of Assyriology in Jesus College. 
Oxford, England, a chair endowed by 
en American family, was visiting the 
museum in Philadelphia in the autumn 
of 1912. At that time he copied a num- 
ber of the tablets, one of which was a 
triangular fragment. He took the clay 
tablet to Oxford, where it was shown 
to the eminent English scholar, Prof. 
Sayce, and it was discovered that it re- 
corded a part of an early Sumerian 
story of the flood and of the fall of 
man.—The Christian Herald.

Case of Pitcher Chalmers. 


Another instance of how the most 
astute managers can be fooled is the 


case of George Chalmers, who pitched 
the most intelligent game of any of 
a7 Philly twirlers, even though he 
did not win. A year ago Chalmers 
was out of a job. Not even a minor 
league club would give him a chance. 
His arm was gone, they said, and 
there was no use fooling with him. 
Two years previous to that time he 
had been one of the best pitchers on 
the Philadelphia staff. He was re- 
leased unconditionally and had _ to 
make the best of it, picking up $20 
here and there appearing in amateur 
or semi-professional ames on the lois 
eround New York. 

Chalmers came to McGraw last Sep- 
tember and asked that he be allowed to 
practice with the Giants at the Polo 
Grounds. He declared that his arm 
was ‘“‘coming back,’ and he believed 
he could yet hold down a big league 
jcb. MeGraw gave Chalmers all the 
oncouragement he could, even went so 
far as to pay his expenses to Marlin 
last spring to help him along. He had 
done that for several “‘has-been” play- 
ers like Seymour, Devlin and others, 
wh6 thought they could come back, 
though he knew better. 


Moran Signed Chalmers. 


Returning with the Giants in the 


spring, Chalmers was _ still without 
a job, and as McGraw was well over 
the limit of players allowed by the 
league, there was nothing he could 
do. George Wiltse, then manager of 
the Jersey City Club, came over and 
wanted a pitcher. McGraw suggested 
te him that he give Chalmers a new 
trial, which Wiltse decided to do out 
of his goodness of heart. He always 
had liked Chalmers personally. 

About that time the Phillies also 
came to town and Moran needed a 
pitcher very badly. He talked to Mc- 
Graw about it and, after watching 
Chalmers work out, immediately 
signed him. The broken down pitcher 
proved an enormously profitable invest- 
ment. That very afternoon he shut 
out the Giants, his friends who had 
come to his rescue, and was next to 
Alexander and Mayer in winning the 
pennant for Moran. In the world’s 
series he pitched the Phillies’ besr 
game.
